L ifetime hit “Dance Moms” 
is in danger of cancella- 
tion — because the show’s 
big brash coach could be 
headed to the slammer! 

Abby Lee Miller is being ac- 
cused of hiding more than 
$755,000 from a bankruptcy 
court! The 50-year-old dance 
instructor from Pittsburgh, Pa., 
was indicted and is looking at 


spending multiple years of her 
life behind bars if convicted. 

“She’s going from having her 
kids perform on The View’ to 
teaching the two-step to in- 
mates — what a downfall!” said 
a source. 

Miller faces 20 counts of bank- 
ruptcy fraud, concealment of 
bankruptcy assets and false 
bankruptcy declarations. Au- 


thorities said she hid the income 
she earned in 2012 and 2013 
from her show and several spin- 
offs. If convicted, she faces up 
to five years in prison and a fine 
of $250,000 “for each count of 
the indictment, the U.S. Attor- 
ney’s Qffice in Pittsburgh said. 

The ENQUIRER has also 
learned fame triggered her 
descent! The judge oversee- 


ing her case saw her on “Dance 
Moms,” show, insiders said, and 
followed her activities at Abby 
Lee Dance Company. 

Alarmed, the judge called a 
hearing in February 2013 and 
told her to “disclose all her

CAUGHT ON 


T roubled “Buffy the 
Vampire Slayer” star 
Nicholas Brendon near- 
ly ended his train-wreck 
life in an attempted 
suicide — and the shocking 
incident was caught on tape! 

The video, obtained ex- 
clusively by The National 
ENQUIRER, shows the 
44-year-old actor slicing his 
left wrist not once, but twice, 
as he staggers around with a 
knife in his right hand. 
Nicholas then slouches on a 


sidewalk until confronted by 
a passerby. 

The ENQUIRER has chosen 
to publish these frightening 
images in the hope Nicholas 
will get the help he needs. 

The episode unfolded in 
Saratoga Springs, N.Y., in 
September during a nine-day 
meltdown that capped years 
of woe for Nicholas, including 
multiple rehab stints, hotel 
room ruckuses and arrests. 

During his breakdown, 
Nicholas had three separate 
brushes with local cops, was 
hospitalized and ended up 
with a slew of charges for 
choking his girlfriend. 

Police also told The EN- 
QUIRER the “Criminal Minds” 
actor had two separate 
“mental health” episodes. 

The first incident came when 
Nicholas slit his wrist around 
10 p.m. on Sept. 22. 

Earlier that evening, camer- 
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CAMERA! 


as at a nearby bar captured 
the distraught actor sitting 
alone and apparently sip- 
ping a beer. The ENQUIRER 
also obtained that tape. 

The second incident, on 
Sept. 23, occurred off a busy 
main street around 5 p.m. It 
ended with cops escorting 
Nicholas to a local hospital. 

The actor wasn’t charged in 
either incident, but his luck 
ran out on Sept. 30 when 
police were summoned to 
the Springs Motel by Nicho- 
las’ girlfriend — an unnamed 
33-year-old. 

Nicholas allegedly choked 
her, stole her car keys, hurled 
her cell phone and threw a 
chair against the wall, au- 
thorities said. “There was 
alcohol involved,’’ a police 
spokesman confirmed. 

The star was charged with 
a felony count of robbery, 
plus two counts of criminal 


mischief and one count of 
obstruction of breathing, 
police said. 

Nicholas was due in court 
Oct. 16. 

He entered rehab in June 
for the third time this year, 
and stormed out of an inter- 
view on “Dr. Phil’’ in August. 

Following the disastrous 
interview, Nicholas wrote on 
his Facebook page: “My ill- 
nesses and addictions are a 
daily struggle for me ... I’m 
the first to admit I’ve messed 
up, a lot, and I’ve hurt people 
I care about and who care 
about me.’’

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ERE is Lamar Odom — uncon- 
scious and sprawled on his bed in 
a Nevada brothel after a massive 
heroin-and-cocaine “speedbaN” 
overdose left him at death’s door! 

In a sensational world exclusive, The 
National ENQUIRER has obtained — and 
turned over to cops — a series of shocking 
photos snapped in the hours before work- 
ers at the legal Nevada sex den discovered 
Lamar’s lifeless body and desperately 
called 911. 

The images show the tragic end re- 
sult of the 35-year-old former NBA star’s 
$75,000 binge on drugs, booze and hook- 
ers at the Las Vegas area brothel Love 
Ranch South, owned by HBO “Cathouse” 
star Dennis Hof. 

A source told The ENQUIRER the pictures 
were snapped in the early morning 
hours of Qct. 13, and show the 
“undisturbed crime scene” inside 
Lamar’s VIP suite — littered with 
drug paraphernalia and sex tools 
— before paramedics arrived. 


AT PRESS time, 
Lamar was hospi- 
talized in critical 
condition, clinging to 
life with estranged 
wife Khloe Kardashi- 
an at his side. He was 
on life support and 
while knowledge- 
able sources said 
he’d already been 
declared “brain 
dead,” he’d begun to 
show hopeful signs 
of emerging from his 
coma. 


But behind the 
scenes, a “dirty drug 
cover-up” was play- 
ing out, informants 
told The ENQUIRER. 
Top legal expert 
and New York- 
based criminal 
defense attorney 
Javier Solano 
said: “The images 
turned over to police 
by The ENQUIRER 


contain vital evidence for investigators 
trying to determine exactly what hap- 
pened to Lamar Qdom inside the brothel, 
and whether there was any criminal activ- 
ity or civil liability.” 

IN ONE PHOTO, the former Los Angeles 
Laker was “slumped in a chair” in his suite 
the night before he was found unrespon- 
sive, bloody and foaming at the mouth. 

“Lamar had been injected with a speed- 
ball — the same heroin-and-cocaine drug 
cocktail that killed Hollywood stars John

A DEMENTED Cali- 
fornia man killed his 
own mother in cold 
blood — and then cut 
out her HEART!

erywhere,” said Fremont 
Police spokeswoman Geneva 
Bosques. 

Police believe Pettigen 
killed his mother Sept. 28, 
and in an interview with de- 
tectives, the accused man 
said simply “he was mad,” re- 
vealed Geneva. 

Fremont police have had 
to offer support for the of- 
ficers who discovered the 
. scene, such was the bru- 
tality of the killing. And 
Geneva herself said she 
has avoided seeing pho- 
tographs of the aftermath 
due to the descriptions. 




KNOWN AS a frequent 
world-traveler, Pettigen 
had recently returned from 
several months in Morocco, 
said Geneva. 

The man told police in his 
interview after being cap- 
tured that he’d spent two 
years living in South Korea, 
and lived on a marijuana farm 
in North California. 

Pettigen had stopped at his 
mother’s apartment the day 
before her killing, said police, 
and in the time between the 
killing and his subsequent 
arrest, he booked a plane 
ticket to Chicago but never 
made the flight. Instead, he 
left a blood-stained shirt in 


a San Francisco hotel room 
and went for drinks with an 
acquaintance. 

The documents also reveal 
Pettigen admitted to kill- 
ing his mother, a special ed 
teacher, and then masturbat- 
ing in a nearby room. He then 
took a shower, grabbed a bag 
and left. 

Pettigen has been charged 
with murder with enhance- 
ments of intentionally 
discharging a firearm causing 
great bodily injury and use 
of a deadly weapon. He was 
also charged with a count of 
desecrating human remains, 
and held without bail, ne 
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Adding to her misery, the 
source said Barbra was par- 
ticularly upset that husband 
James Brolin couldn’t find the 
time to accompany her to the 
doctor for her recent visit. 

“James is working on his new 
CBS show, ‘Life in Pieces,”’ 
said the source. 

“But Barbra thought he 
could have taken an hour out 
of his day to be by her side.”

within hours of the life-and-death emer- 
gency, in a frantic attempt to remove a pink 
and black duffel bag seen in one photo. 

When asked by an ENQUIRER reporter 
Oct. 16 what he did with the bag’s con- 
tents, he said: “I’m not even going to 
entertain answering that!” 

Hof told The ENQUIRER that Lamar ad- 
mitted abusing drugs before he arrived 
on Saturday, Oct. 10. 

“He told me he’d done some coke, but 
claimed he didn’t bring any because he 
knows drugs are banned here,” Hof said.
